It was a day of congratula- 
tions and laughter and hard 
political realities, as 750 Black 
democrats descended on 
Columbus from across the 
state to attend the 10th biennial 
banquet of the Black Elected 
Democrats of Ohio (BEDO) at 
the Sheraton Hotel. 

The banquet, at which 
Speaker of the Ohio House of 
Representatives Vern Riffe 
gave the keynote address, was 
preceded by a press confer- 
ence to announce the devéel- 
opment of a coalition between 
BEDO and student and other 
groups to force the state’s uni- 
versities and pension systems 
to devest themselves of stock 
in companies doing business 
with the white racist regime in 
South Africa. 

Riffe has served as House 
speaker tenger than anyone in 
Ohio history. He has also 
appointed more Blacks to 
chairmanships of major legis- 
lative committees, and to 
membership on the presti- 
gious House Finance and 
Appropriations Committee, 
than any other house speaker 
in America, Riffe said in his 
address. 

Noting the passage of HB 
584, thé minority set-aside law, 
as well as improvements made 
in human services spending 
and other programs, Riffe 
argued that “The Democratic 
party has been good to me, and 
it has been good to all of us. If 
there are any Republicans 
here, it's been good to you, 
too.” 

Riffe argued in contrast that 
Republicans “are forgetting 
the basic values of people; in 
this country” in.their efforts to 
out social spending while pro- 
viding tax breaks for the rich.

Task force urges OSU

Ohio State University Presi- 
dent Edward Jennings was 
reminded Tuesday of a prickly 
problem that will not go away:

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Task force urges OSU 


to sever ties to SA

Aubrey and Michael Coard. 

Members of the task force 
said the university had an esti- 
mated $130 million portfolio of 
stocks and bonds. Of that total, 
between 5 and 15 percent-- 
from $7_million.to $20 million-- 
is invested in companies doing 
business with South Africa. 

The wide divergence in the 
estimates is due to the ques- 
tion of what “doing business in 
" South Africa means. Accord- 
ing to Lisa Aubrey, who is also 
a member of Students/United 
Against Apartheid, the larger 
figure includes those banks 
which, while not maintaining 
offices or plants in South 
Africa, loan: money to South 
Africa or provide outlets for 
sale of the Krugerrand, the 
South African gold coin whose 
sale provides the government 
much-needed western cur- 
rency. ‘ 

Companies doing business 
with the South African regime 
read like a “who's who" of 
American corporate life, and 
include Ford, General Motors, 
Chrysler, Control Data, and 
IBM. 

All five Black members on 
the task force supported com- 
plete divestiture by the univer- 
sity. They were joined by 
three other supporters of the 
task force, including one stu- 
dent who is a member of Stu- 
dents United Against 
Apartheid. 

Some advocates of partial 
divestiture support limiting 
divestiture to those companies 
who do not uphold the Sullivan 
Principles. The Sullivan Prin- 
ciples require firms doing bus- 
iness in South Africa to prat- 
cice a policy of non-dis- 
crimination in employment; 

equal pay for equal work; and 
the maintenance of desegre- 
gated workplaces. Although 
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the university policy currently 
states that it will not invest in 


companies that are not signa- — 


tories to the Sullivan Princi- 
ples, the minority on the task 
force would extend that policy 
by requiring firms to be ranked 
in the highest categories by the 
Arthur Little Company, a group 
which monitors actual com- 
pliance with Sullivan prin- 
ciples. 

Proponents of complete 
divestiture, however, were 
unmoved. “indirectly, you're 
still supporting the system,” 
argued Jeff White, a task force 
member who is also in Stu- 
dents. United Against Apar- 
theid. Lisa Aubrey referred to it 
as “liberalizing slavery.” _ 

According to Aubrey and 
White, less than 1.percent of 
the nation’s Blacks--70,000 out 
of 24 million--work for com- 
panies who are signatories to 
the Sullivan Principles. “Our 
scope is much broader than 
that,” Aubrey added. 

At the close of the meeting 
between the task force 
members and the president, 
Jennings released a statement 
praising the committee for its 
work and reiterating that “the 
university has a societal obli- 
gation to take some action to 
publicly demonstrate its oppo- 
sition to apartheid.” However, 
the statement stopped short of 
support for the majority. posi- 
tion, only stating that Jennings 
expected the issue to be on the

When he asked who 
had done busines with the 
State of Ohio prior to passage 
of the minority set-aside laws, 
less than a handful of business 
persons stood. But when he 
made the same request of 
those who had benefitted from 
passage of minority set-aside 
legislation or had received jobs 
through the efforts of BEDO 
members, more than half the 
room arose. 

But Beatty recognized the 
inevitable backlash of those 
gains within his own party 
when he said he “gets scared” 
when he hears Democrats say 
“too many Black cabinet 
members, too many Black 
Deputy Directors, too many 
Black employees.” 

And, Ike Thompson (D- 
Cleveland) chided the group 
that-some of you forget how 
you got where you are.” 

Even though the Chairman 
of BEDO, State Rep. C.J. 


McLin, praised the administra- 
tion of Gov. Richard F. Celeste 
as the best he had seen for 
Blacks in his tenure in politics, 
he also warned Celeste that 
“not all (Celeste's) staff has the 
same philosophy and com- 
mitment” as the governor, and 
rededicated the group to fight 
for the Celeste philsophy -- 
clearly against recalcitrant 
Celeste appointees.
